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ORANGE  LODGE. 


No  business  connected  with  the  affairs  of  the 
Society  shall  be  transacted  except  in  open  Lodge, 
and  guarded  by  a  Tyler;  and  not  less  than  six 
members  shall  be  considered  a  quorum. 

The  Tyler's  post  shall  be  outside  the  Lodge- 
l^oom  door,  and  he  shall,  before  taking  his  post, 
undergo  examination  by  the  Master,  to  see  if  he  is 
qualified  to  receive,  as  well  as  to  reject>  applicants 
for  admission. 

After  the  Lodge  is  opened,  no  person  shall  be 
admitted  without  giving  the  Annual  to  the  Tyler, 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  Master. 

The  Master  and  Brethren  being  assembled,  and 
having  taken  their  seats,  and  the  Tyler  at  his  post, 
the  Test  (division  of  the  entrance  pass- word,)  shall 
be  put  to  them,  beginning  by  the*  Secretary  on  the 
right,  and  the  Treasurer  on  the  left  hand,  each 
Brother  passing  the  Test  till  it  reaches  the  last 
Brother  on  each  side ;  when  both  shall  give  their 
proof  to  the  Deputy  Master,  (who  shall  rise  and 
say  to  the  Master,)  Worshipful,— all  present  are 
true  Brethren  of  the  Order. 

The  Brethren  shall  then,  at  a  call  from  (he  Mas- 
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ierj  all  rise,  and  each  placing  his  right  hand  on  his 
left  breast,  stand  (strictly  silent,)  while  the  Master, 
Chaplain,  or  Brother  appointed,  proceeds  to  open 
the  Lodge  with  the  following  prayer : — 

OPENING  PRAYER. 


Almighty  God  and  Heavenly  Father,  who  of  thy 
Gracious  providence  and  tender  mercy  towards  us, 
didst  wonderfully  conduct  thy  servant  King  Wil- 
liam, and  bring  him  safely  through  many  difficul- 
ties, to  preserve  us  from  the  attempts  of  our  ene- 
mies to  bereave  us  of  our  religion  and  laws,  we 
humbly  praise  and  magnify  thy  most  glorious  name 
for  thy  unspeakable  goodness  towards  us,  expressed 
in  this  act  of  thy  mercy.  Be  thou  still  our  mighty 
Protector^  and  scatter  our  enemies  that  delight  in 
blood ;  infatuate  and  defeat  their  counsels,  abate 
their  pride,  assuage  their  malice,  and  confound 
their  devices :  strengthen  the  hands  of  our  present 
gracious  Sovereign  Queen  Victoria,  and  all  that  are 
put  in  authority  under  her,  with  judgment  and  jus- 
tice, to  cut  off  all  such  workers  of  iniquity  as  turn 
religion  into  rebellion,  and  faith  into  faction,  that 
they  may  never  prevail  against  us,  or  triumph  in 
the  ruin  of  thy  church  among  us ;  but  that  our 
gracious  Sovereign  and  her  realms,  being  preserved 
in  thy  true  religion,  and  by  thy  merciful  goodness 
protected  in  the  same,  we  may  all  duly  serve  thee, 
and  give  thee  thanks  in  thy  holy  congregation, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  lA)rd-^Amen, 

Our  Father  which  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be 

thy  name ;  thy  kingdom  come ;  thy  will  be  done  on 

Earth,  as  it  is  in  Heaven.    Give  us  this  day  our 

jMaily  bread ;  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we 
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forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us.  And  lead 
us  not  into  temptation,  out  deliver  us  from  evil ;  for 
thine  is  the  kingdom,  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for 
ever  and  ever.

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ORANGE    OBLIGATION. 


1,  A—  B y  do  solemnly  and  voluntarily 

swear,  that  I  will,  to  the  utmost  of  my  power,  sup- 
port and  defend  Her  present  Majesty,  Queen  Vic- 
toria, and  her  lawful  heirs  and  successors,  in  the 
Sovereignty  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  of 
these  Provinces  belonging  to  the  said  Kingdom,  and 
that  I  will  steadily  maintain  the  connection  between 
the  Colonies  of  British  North  America  and  the 
Mother  Country,  and  be  ever  ready  to  resist  all  at- 
tempts to  weaken  British  influence,  or  dismember 
the  .British  Empire ;  so  long  as  she,  he  or  they, 
shall  support  and  maintain  the  Protestant  Religion. 
That  I  will  be  true  and  faithful  to  every  Brother 
Orangeman,  in  all  just  actions  ;  that  I  will  not 
wrong  him,  or  know  him  to  be  wronged  or  injured, 
without  giving  him  due  notice  thereof,  and  prevent- 
ing it  if  in  my  power ;  that  I  will  ever  hold  sacred 
the  name  of  our  glorious  deliverer,  King  William 
the  Third,  in  grateful  remembrance  of  whom,  I 
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promise  if  in  my  power  to  meet  with  my  Brethren 
in  our  Lodge  Room,  on  the  first  day  of  July  (old 
style,)  in  each  year ;  that  I  am  not,  nor  ever  will 
be,  a  Koman  Catholic  or  Papist.  I  swear  that  I 
never  was  to  my  knowledge  or  belief,  reported  and 
rejected  in  or  expelled  from  any  Orange  Lodge ; 
and  lastly,  I  promise  and  declare,  that  I  will  do  my 
utmost  to  support  and  maintain  the  Loyal  Orange 
Institution,  obey  all  regular  summonses,  and  pay  all 
just  dues  if  in  my  power,  and  observe  and  obey  all 
the  rules  and  ordinances  of  the  same  ;  that  I  will 
always  conceal  and  never  in  any  way  whatsoever 
disclose  or  reveal,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
signs,  words,  or  tokens,  that  are  about  to  be  com- 
municated to  me,  unless  I  shall  be  authorized  so  to 
do  by  the  proper  authorities  ('^G^aC?:^c,««SVA!'• 
of  the  Orange  Institution,  of  which  I  am  now  about 
to  become  a  member. 

**  So  help  me  God,  and  keep  me  steadfast  in  this 
my  Orangeman's  Obligation." 

[The  Chaplnin  or  Brother  appointed  shall  read  the  following  portions  of 
Scripture] : — 

"  Behold  what  manner  of  love  the  Father  hath 
bestowed  upon  us,  that  we  should  be  called  the 
sons  of  God !  therefore  the  world  knoweth  us  not, 
because  it  knew^  him  not.  Beloved,  now  are  we  the 
sons  of  God  ;  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  w- e 
shall  be :  but  we  know  that  when  he  shall  appear, 
we.  shall  be  like  him ;  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he 
is.  And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him, 
purifieth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure.  Whosoever 
committeth  sin  transgresseth  also  the  law,  for  sin 
is  the  transgression  of  the  law.  In  this  the  chil- 
dren of  God  are  manifest,  and  the  children  of  the 
devil:  whosoever  doeth  not  righteousness  is  not  of 
God,  neither  he  that  loveth  not  his  brother.  For 
this  is  the  message  that  yo  heard  from  the  begin- 
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ning,  that  we  should  love  one  another.  Marvel  not 
my  brethren  if  the  world  hate  you.  We  know 
that  we  have  passed  fiom  death  unto  life,  because 
we  love  the  brethren.  He  that  loveth  not  his  bro- 
ther, abideth  in  death.  Whosoever  hateth  his  bro- 
ther is  a  murderer :  and  ye  know  that  no  murderer 
hath  eternal  life  abiding  in  him.  Hereby  perceive 
we  the  love  of  God,  because  he  laid  down  his  life 
for  us ;  and  we  ought  to  lay  down  our  lives  for  the 
brethren.  But  whoso  hath  this  world's  goods,  and 
seeth  his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his 
bowels  of  compassion  from  him,  how  dwelleth  the 
love  of  God  in  him?  My  little  children,  let  us  not 
love  in  word,  neither  in  tongue  ;  but  in  deed  and 
in  truth.  And  hereby  we  know  that  we  are  of  the 
truth,  and  shall  assure  our  hearts  before  him.  And 
this  is  the  commandment.  That  we  should  believe 
on  the  name  of  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  and  love  one 
another  as  he  gave  us  commandment."  —First  John, 
c.  iii.,  v.  1,  2,  3,  4,  10,  1 1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18, 
19,  23. 

[Here  the  following  prayer  shall  be  read. — (All  kneeling  )  ] : — 

Almighty  God,  Judge  of  all  men,  to  whom  all 
hearts  iS  open,  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid, 
look  down  we  beseech  thee,  upon  us  who  are  now 
assembled  beneath  thy  all-seeing  eye.  Thou  hatest 
the  deceitful  heart ;  to  thee  the  false  tongue  is  an 
abomination.  Strengthen  us,  then,  we  implore 
thee,  that  we  may  ever  avoid  falsehood,  and  cleave 
to  that  which  is  true ;  dispose  us  to  brotherly  love 
and  Christian  charity,  to  be  true  and  faithful  to  our 
Brethrer.  in  all  just  actions ;  and  as  we  do  now  re- 
ceive this  dear  friend  into  our  benevolent  and  loyal 
association,  may  we  be  admitted  into  thy  Heavenly 
Kingdom ;  in  thy  name,  and  looking  to  thy  Provi- 
dence to  direct  us  to  what  is  right,  we  do  now  re- 
ceive this  thy  servant  to  a  membership  in  our  So- 
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ciety,  trusting  that  thou  wilt  so  guide  and  govern 
his  heart  and  actions,  t^at  he  may  long  continue 
an  ornament  to  our  ;  ^ociation,  and  a  firm  and 
steadfast  supporter  ol  tny  Church  and  People. — 
Amen* 

[The  Candidate  shall  then  rine,  and  the  Master  shall  take  him  by  the  hand 
and  say  : — ] 

Master,"  We  receive  thee,  dear  Brother,  into  the 
religious  and  Loyal  Associrtion  of  Orangemen, 
trusting  that  thou  wilt  abide  a  devoted  servant  of 
God,  a  true  believer  in  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  a 
faithful  subject  of  our  Queen,  and  supporter  of  our 
Constitution :  keep  thou  firm  in  the  Protestant  faith; 
make  thyself  a  friend  of  all  pious  and  peaceable 
men,  avoiding  strife  and  seeking  benevolence  ;  slow 
to  take  ofience,  and  offering  none.  In  the  name  of 
the  Brotherhood,  I  bid  thee  welcome,  and  pray  thou 
mayest  long  continue  among  them,  a  worthy  Or- 
angeman, fearing  God  and  loving  the  Brotherhood, 
honoring  the  King,  and  maintaining  the  Law.

Should  the  perpetration  of  crime  ever  enter  your

that  human  weakness  may  suggest ;  and  then  extend 
your  reflections  still  further — and  having,  by  the 
aid  of  your  Obligation,  which  the  Almighty  has 
permitted  you  to  take,  shunned  the  evil  that  came 
upon  you,  seek  to  embrace  good ,  and  endeavor  to 
lay  hold  of  some  virtue  to  fill  the  vacancy  created, 
by  casting  out  the  evil  thoughts  over  which  you 
have  triumphed. 

I  have  now  further  to  admonish  you  against  the 
snares  that  may  be  laid  for  you  by  our  enemies, 
and  to  impress  upon  your  mind  the  great  value  of 
caution — so  that  you  will  weigh  well  every  expres- 
sion you  may  use  in  connection  with  the  Order.  I 
further  admonish  you  to  be  ever  watchful  when  the 
Order  is  at  work,  so  that  you  may  gain  wisdom  by 
listening  to  the  advice  and  opinion  of  your  seniors ;

flect and  speak  not — but  that  you  treasure  up  the 
lessons  in  your  heart,  to  the  end  that  you  may 
prove  your  great  faith.  There  are  two  cardinal 
virtues  which  bind  the  Brotherhood  of  our  Order 
— they  are  U?iion  and  Truth,  By  the  honorable 
exercise  of  the  latter,  in  all  your  intercourse  with 
the  world,  and  especially  with  the  Brotherhood, 
you  will  find  that  the  former  is  to  be,  and  will  be, 
maintained.  Regard  them,  then,  as  the  apple  of 
your  eye.  Not  to  be  parted  with,  even  unto 
death. 

[The  Chaplain  or  Brother  appointed  shall  then  say  J : — 

"  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace, 
good  will  towards  men." — St.  Lukct  c.  ii.,  v.  13. 

Master.— 1  trust  what  I  have  said  to  you  in  the 
name  of  the  Lodge  will  have  its  due  weight ;  and 
now  allow  me  to  introduce  you  to  those,  who  here- 
after you  are  to  regard  as  Brethren. 
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My  Brethren  receive  the  Brother  to  your  friend- 
[ship  and  love.

You  will  rebuke  them  for  a  violation  of  any  portion 
of  their  Obligation,  as  a  superior  Brother  should 
rebuke  an  inferior.  You  are  required  to  warn 
them  that  it  is  their  dutv  to  live  peaceably  with, 
and  act  honorably  towards  all  men,  and  especially 
toward  a  Brother ;  that  they  are  bound  strictly 
to  guard  against  all  unworthy  excesses,  whether 
of  intemperance  or  otherwise ;  to  rebuke  and  ad- 
monish them  who  profane  the  name  of  the  Lord 
or  who  are  guilty  of  cursing  or  swearing.  You 
will  teach  them  to  denounce  an  impostor,  and  to 
cherish  the  faithful  amongst  our  Brethren.
